has learned that troops are now 
stationed all around the dis- 
contented Indians in such a manner 
that the. latter could be rounded up 
and confronted by an overwhelming 
force without delay. The dancing con- 
tinues at Wounded Knee. 

A scout in this morning tells a story 
which may shake the faith of the 


dancers. The medicine men concocted 
a fluid in-which war shiris were to be 
dipped, after which they would be

the dancers to fire at him, Several did 
and the bullet-proof man feli mortally 
wounded: 

Str. PAUL, Nov. 29.—A Pioneer Press 
special from Pine Riage Agency says 
that a conference was held today be- 
tween Special Agent Cooper, Agent 
Royer and ex-Agent McGillicuddy, 
and Chiefs Bad~ Yellow Hanr, 
Little Wound, Little Bear and 
Broken Arm.

Profitable Information for Those 
Who Propose to Try It. 

{Miss Williams in American Agriculturist.] 

To receive full benefit from the opera- 
tion a bird should have at least seven 
months to grow after being caponized. 
Operators differ as to the proper age of 
the bird when suitable for the opera- 
tion, but observations lead me to con- 
sider the breed of first importance. It 
is useless to caponize any bird with 
Leghorn blood, as the operation does 


not stunt the comb. A darge comb* 


condemns a capon at once. Last 
season the following cross-bred birds 
were caponized: Plymouth Rock Leg- 
horns, Buff Cochin Plymouth Rocks, 
Brabma Plymouth Rocks. pure light 
Brahmas, and also laced Wyandottes. 

The largest and most rapid-maturing 
birds were the pure breeds, especially 
the Wyandottes, The birds averaged 
2+ pounds, and were in excellent con- 
dition when caponized the first week in 
September. hey were kept without 


the operation, which . was -performed 
from both sides of the bird, thus mak- 
ing hemorrhage less liable. All the 
whole corn they would eat was given 
them directly after they were capon- 
ized. The “wind puff,’’ which usually 
oceurs in three days, was hardly per- 
ceptible, and in every instance was re- 
lieved by gently opening the lips of the 
wound. The birds suffered no incon- 
venience from the operation, and 
seemed to grow by the hour. 

A flock of thirty-six was placedina 
pen 8x10 with open front facing south; 
boards twelve inches wide were placed 
upon single bricks, leaving a space of 
five inches between. This enabled the 
attendant to brush the droppings from 
the boards to the grourd below every 
morning, a more thorough cleaning 
being given once a week. A yard 40x75 
which connects with this pen was used 
by them until six weeks previous to 
killing, when they were confined to the 
pen. All the food they could possibly 
consume was given them. Pork scraps, 
bran, middlings and cornmeal were 
fed soft, and at night large quantities 
of whole corn slightly warmed were 
eagerly eaten by them. 

In March they were killed. The 
combs of the Leghorns had grown 


‘|almost as large as in uncaponized 


stock, while those of the Brahmas and 
Wyandottes were completely stunted. 
Although the birds were of the same 
age, and were caponized at the same 
time, and received the same care as 
the others, at the time of killing the 
heavy breeds weighed eleven and one- 
half pounds, while the lighter aver- 
aged but eight pounds. It will readily 
be seen how important a- factor the 
breed is if one would be successful in 
raising capons. 

Any person of intelligence can per- 
form the operation, but the common 
practice is for the breeders and fan- 
ciers of a vicinity to agree upon a date 
and then secure the seryices of a 
skilled operator to go from place to 

lace. There is a knack in caponizing, 
and those who possess it rarely losea 
bird. To caponizs is of especial ben- 
efit to the fancier who does not wish to 
risk a good reputation by sending out 
poorly marked birds.

AGRICULTURAL NOTES. 


The corner in hay has sent the price 
to such exorbitant figures in River- 
side within a week or two as to sug- 
gest to the owners of stock thatit 
would be cheaper to give it away than 
to feed it. This condition of things 
has invited importation from the farm- 
ing districts, and some citizens have 
been able to stock up with hay at $14 
and $15 a ton, while the speculators 
are holding at from $17 to $21.

neck;’ they are then fully ripe. 1 then 
dip them in a weak solution of caustic 
soda, then in cold salt water and put 
They should dry in three 
days. The trouble with our California 
dried figs has been that we dried them 
too much. I generally put my figs in 
sweat boxes, and let them even up for 
about two weeks before packing.”’

The jack-rabbit as a factor in the 
sporting economy of this country has 
been somewhat neglected. This neg- 
lect has come about through misrepre- 
sentation on the part of his human 
neighbors. ‘The Westerner around 
whose memory there clings the flavor 
of buffalo hump naturally despises 
the humble creature with the ears of 
a@ jackass and the hind legs of a kan- 
garoo. 

Now the truth is that from the 
Bportsman’s or the gourmand’s point 
of view the jack-rabbit is worthy of 
consideratidén. 

There are three recognized methods 
Of encompassing the destruction of the 
jack, viz., coursing, shooting from a 


Or these the first furnishes the most 
excitement, the second the greatest 
fun and rabbits and the third the 
maximum of exercise.

The Dutch King’s way- 
wardness antédat. (bis accession to the 
throne in 1849, is current talk 
among the Dutc t when the Prime 
Minjater, atter William II.’s death, 
went it search of the new sovereign, 
then absent abroad, he found him after 
much difficulty traveling incognito 
with a.French singer among the High- 
lands of Scotland, His married life, 
at least that portion of it which 
he passed with his first wife, a daugh- 
ter of the King of Wurtemburg, -was

The greyhounds used in the sport 
are either imported or the descendants 
of famous English stock. At Hutch- 
inson, Kan., for example, two-thirds 
of the dogs used by the club of that 
town have the celebrated Master Mc- 
Grath blood in their veins. The Vic- 
tor, Belladonna and Cybele strains 
are equally numerous.

is for the most sensitive young fruit 
tree. 1t is undeniable, notwithstand- 
ing these encouraging ‘‘averages,”’ that 
cold snaps, though rare, do come occa- 
sionally, just as in summer there will 
occur one or two or three continued 
days of intense heat. And in the sum- 
mer in some localities—it happened in 
June, 1890, in the Santiago Hillis in 
Orange county—the desert sirocco, 
blowing over the Colorado furnace, 
inakes life just about unendurable for 
days at a time. Yet with this dry 
heat sunstroke is never experienced, 
and the diseases of the bowels usually 
accompanying hot weather elsewhere 
are unknown. The experienced trav- 
eler who encounters unpleasant 
weather, heat that he does not expect, 
cold that he did not provide for, or 
dust that deprives him of his last atom 
of good humor, and is told that it is 
“exceptional,’’? knows exactly what 
He is familiar with 
the “exceptional’’ the world over, and 
he feels a sort of compassion for the 
inhabitants who have not yet learned 
the adage, ‘Good wine needs no busb.”’ 
Even those who have bought ‘more 
land than they can pay for can afford 
to tell the truth. 

The rainy season in Southern Cali- 
fornia, which may open with a shower 
or two in October, but dots not set 
in till late in November or till 
December, and is over in April, is 
uot at all a period of cloudy weather 
or continuous rainfall. On the con- 
trary, bright warm days and brilliant 
sunshine are the rule. The rain is 
most likely to fallin the night, ‘There 
may be a day of rain, or several days 
that are overcast with distributed rain, 
but the showers are soon over, and the 
sky clears. Yet wiuters vury greatly 
in this respect, the rainfall being much 
greater in some than in others. Lu 
1890 there was rain beyond the average, 
and even on the equable beach of Cor- 


perience. The Government has lately 
been sending soldiers who have con- 
sumption from various stations in 
the United States to San Diego for 
treatment. This experiment will fur- 
nish interesting data. Within a period 
covering a little over two yoara Dr. 
Huntington, the post surgeon has 
had fifteen cases sent to him. Three 
of these patients had tubercular con- 
sumption, twelvé had consumption in- 
duced by attacks of pneumonia. One 
of the tubercular patients died within a 
month a(ter his arrival; the second lived 
eight months; the third: dis- 
charged cured, left the army, and 
contracted malaria elsewhere, of 
which he died. The remaining twelve 
were discharged practically cured of 
consumption, but two of them subse- 
quently died. It is exceedingly com- 
nou to meet persons of all ages and 
both sexes in Southern California who 
came invalided by disease of the lungs 
or throat, who haye every promise of 
fair health here, but who dare not 
leave this climate. The testimony is 
convincing of the good effect of the 
Climate upon all children, upon women 
generally, and of its rejuvenating ef- 
fect upon men and women of ad- 
vanced years. . . In an unpub- 
lishea paper Dr. Remondino com- 
ments on the extraordinary endur- 
ance of animals and men in the 
California climate, and cites many 
cases of uncommon longevity in . 
tives. in reading the accounts 

early days in California Lam struck 
with the endurance of hardships, ex- 
posure, and wounds by the natives and 
the adventurers, the rancheros, horse- 
men, herdsmen, the descendants of sol- 
diers, aud the Indians, their inseasi- 
bility to fatigue, aud their agility and 
strength. ‘This is ascribed to the cli- 
mate; and what is true of man is true 
of the native horse. Lis only rival in 
strength, endurance, speed and iutelli- 
gence is the Arabian. It was long 


He is thin and spare and very tall, and 
those who knew him fifty years or more 
remember him as the most: skillful 
horseman in the neighborhood of San 
Diego. And yet, as tabulous as it may 
seem, the man who danced this Don 
Antonio on his knee when he was an 
infant, is not only still alive. but is 
active enough to mount his horse and 
canter about the country. Some years 
ago I attended an elderly gentleman, 
since dead, who knew this man us 4 full- 
grown man when he and Don Serrano 
were play-children together. Froma 
conversation with Father Ubach 
learned that the man’s age is perfectly 
authenticated to be beyond 118 years.”’ 
In the many instances given of ex- 
treme old age in this region the habits 
of these Indians have been those of 
strict temperance and abstemiousness, 
and their long life in an equable cli- 
mate is due to extreme simpiicity of 
diet. In many cases of extreme age 
the diet has consisted simply of acorns, 
flour and water. It is asserted that 
the climate itself induces temperance 
in drink and abstemiousness in diet. 


The importance of this subject must 
excuse the space I have given to 
it. Itis evident from this testimony 
that here are climatic conditions novel 
and worthy of the most patient scien- 
tific investigation. Their effect upon 
hereditary tendencies and upon per- 
sons coming here. with hereditary dis- 
eases will be studied. Three years ago 
there was in some localities a visitation 
of smallpox imported from Mexico. 
At that time there were cases of pneu- 
monia. Whether these were incident 
to carelessness in vaccination, or were 
caused by local unsanitary conditions, 
I do not know. It is not to ba ex- 
pected that unsanitary conditions will 
not produce disease here as visewhere. 
It cannot be too strongly insisted that 
this is a climate that the newcomer 
must get used to, and that he cannot 


spite of the maguey and the cactus and

So far as climate and natural 
beauty go to make one contented 
in a winter resort, Southern Cal- 
ifornia has unsurpassed  attrac- 
tions, and both seem to me to fit 
very well the American temperament, 
but the associations of art and history 
are wanting, and the tourist knows 
how largely his enjoyment of a vaca- 
tion 1n Southern Italy or Sicily or 
Northern Africa depends upon these— 
upon these and upon the aspects of 
human nature foreign to his experi- 
by year the country becomes more 
agreeable for the traveler, im the first 
place, through the improvement in the 
hotels, and in the second, by better 
roads. In the large villages and cities 
there are miles of exceilent drives, 
well sprinkled, through delightful 
avenues, in a park-like country, where 
the eye isenchanted with color and 
luxurious vegetation, and captivated 
by the remarkable beauty of the hills, 
the wildness and picturesqueness of 
which enhance the charming cultiva- 
tion of the orchards and gardens. And 
no country is more agreeable for rid- 
ing and driving, for even at mid-day, 
in the directsun rays, there is almost 
everywhere a refreshing breeze, and 
one rides or drives or walka with little 
sense of fatigue. The horses are uni- 
formly excellent, either in the carriage 
or under the saddle. I am sure they 
are remarkable in speed, endurance 
and ease of motion. If the visiting 
season had. no- other attraction, the 
horses would make it distinguished. 


over, seem to have, in selecting 
sightly and agreeable sites for their 
temples of education and 
as good judgment as the old monks ha 
in planting their monasteries and 
missiona. 
If one desires a thoroughly insular 
climate, he may cross to the picturesque 
island of Santa Catalina. All along 
the coast flowers ‘bloom in the winter 
months, and the ornamental semi- 
tropical plants thrive; and there are 
many atriking headlands and pretty 
bays and gentle seaward slopes, which 
are already occupied by villages, and 
attract visitors who would practice 
economy. The hills frequently come 
close to the shore, forming those val- 
leys in which the Californians of the 
pastoral period placed their ranch 
houses. AtSan Juan Capistrano the 
fathers had one of their most flourish- 
ing missions, the ruins of which are 
the most picturesqué the traveler will 
find. It is altogether a genial, at- 
tractive coast, and if the tourist does 
not prefer an inland situation, like the 
Hotel Raymond (which scarcely has a 
rival anywhere if: its lovely surround: 
ings,) he will keep on down the coast 
to San Diego. 

The transition from the well-planted 
counties of Los Angeles and Orange is 
not altogether agreeable to the eye. 
One misses the trees. The general as- 
pect of the coast about San Diego is 
bare in comparison. Tiis simply.means 
that the southern county is bshind 
the others in development. Nestled 
among the hills there are live-oaks 
and sycamores; and of course § at 
National City and below, in El Cajon 
aud the valley of the Sweetwater, 
there are extensive plantations of or- 
anges, lemons, olives, and vines, but 
the San Diego region generally lies in 
the sun shadeless. I have a personal 
theory that much vegetation is incon- 
sistent with the best atmoshere for the 


The. house surrounds this, in the 
Spanish mode of building, with a 
series of galleries, 80 that most of the 
suites of rooms have a double outlook— 
one upon this lovely garden, the other 
the ocean or the harbor.

that causes both cold and heat to be 


most felt. The lowest temperatures, in 
Southern Califgrnia generally, are 
caused only by e extreme dryness ot 
the air; in the long nights of December 
and January there is a more rapid and 
longer continued radiation of heat. 
It must be a dry and clear night that 
will send the temperature down to 
thirty-four degeeses. But the effect of 
the sun upon this air is instantaneous, 
and the cold morning is followed at 
once by a warm forenoon; the differ- 
ence between the average heat of July 
and the average cold of January, meas- 
ured by the thermometer, is not great 


‘in the valleys, foot-hills and on the 


coast. Five points give this result of 
average for January and July respec- 
tively; Santa Barbara, 52°, 66°; San 
Bernardino, 51°, 70°; Pomona, 52°, 68°; 
Los Angeles, 52°, 67°; Sar Diego, 43°, 
66°. The day in winter months is 
warmer in the interior and the nights 
arv cooler than on the coast, as shown 
by the following figures for January: 
7 a, m., Los Angeles, 46.5-; San Diego, 
47.5°; 3 p. m., Los Angeles, 65.2°; San 
Diego, 60.99. In the summer the differ- 
ence is greater. In June 1 saw the 
thermometer reach 103° in Los An- 
peice when it was only 79° in San 

iego. ButIl have seen the weather 
unendurable in New York with a tem- 

rature of 85", while this dry 
eat of 103% was not oppressive. 
The extraordinary equanimity of the 
coast climate (certainly the driest 
marine climate in my experience) 
wiil be evident from the average 
mean for each month, from records of 
sixteen years, ending in 1877, taken at 
San Diego, giving each month in or- 
der, beginning with January: 53.5°, 
64 7°, 56.09, 58.2°, 60.2%, 64.6°, 67.19, 
69.0°, 66.72, 62.9°, 58.19.

days together there will be a fine mist, 
which anyone but a Scotchman would 
callrain.

There is no wet season ptoperly so 
called, and consequently few days in 
the winter months when itis not agree- 
able to be out-of-doors, perhaps no 
day when one may not walk or 
drive during some part of it. Yet as 
to precipitation or temperature it is 
impossible to strike any general aver- 
age for Southern California. In 1883-4 
San Diego had 25.77 inches of rain, 
Los Augeles (fifteen miles inland) had 
38.22. The annual average at Los 
Angeles is 17.64. But in 1876-7 tbe 
total at San Diego was only 3.75, and 
at Los Angeles only 5.28. Yet eleva- 
tion and distance from the coast do 
not always determine the rainfail. The 
yearly mean rainfall at Julian, in the 
San Jacinto range, atan elevation of 
4500 feet, is 37.74; observations at 
Riverside, 1050 feet above the sea, 
give an average of 9.37. 

It is probably impossibleto give an 
Kastern man a just idea of the winter 
of Southern California. Accustomed 
to extremes, he may expect too much. 
He wants a violent change. If he quits 
the snow, the slush, the leaden skies, 
the alternate sleet and cold raip or 
New England, he would like the tropi- 
cal heat, the languor, the color of 
Martinique. He will not find them 
here. lie comes instead into a strictly 
temperate region; and even when he 
arrives, his eyes deceive bim. Le sees 
the orange ripening in its dark 
foliage, the long lines of the eucalyp- 
tus, the feathery pepper-tree, the 
magnolia, the English walnut, the 
black live-oak, the fan-palm, in all the 
vigor of June; everywhere beds of 
flowers of every hue and of every coun- 
try blazing in the bright sunlight—the 
heliotrope, the geranium, the rare hot- 
house roses overrunbing the hedges of 
cypress, and the scariet passion-vine 
ciimbing to the rooi-trea of the cot- 
tages; in the vineyard or the orchard 
the horticulturist is following the cul- 
tivator in his shirt-sleeves; he hears 
running water, the song of birds, the 
scent of flowers is in the airjand he can- 
not understaud why he needs winter 
clothing, why he is always seeking the 
sun, why he wants a tire at night. It 
is a fraud, be says, all this visible dis- 
play of summer, and of an almost trop- 
ical summer at that; itis really a cold 
country. It is incongruous ihat Ne 
should be looking at a date-palm in his 
overcoat, and he is puzzied thata ther- 
mometrical heat that should enervate 
him elsewhere, stimulates him here. 
The green, brilliant, vigorous vegeta- 
tion, the perpetual sunshine, deceive 
hin; he is careiess about the difference 
of shade and sun,he gets into a draught, 
and takes cold. Accustomed to extremes 
of temperature and artilicial heat, | 
think for most people the first winter 
here 18 a disappointment.

Dr. W. A. Winder, of San Diego, is 
quoted as saying thatin a visit to El 
Cajon, Valley some thirty years ago 
he was taken to a house in which the 
aged persons were cared for. There 
were half a dozeu who had reached an 
extreme age. Some were unable to 
move, their bony frame being seem- 
ingly, anchylosed. They were old, 
wrinkled, and biear-eved; their skin 
was hanging in Jeathery folds about 
their withered limbs; some had hair 
as white as snow, and had seen some 
seven score years; Olhers, still able to 
crawl, but so aged as to be unabie to 
stand, went slowly about on. their 
hands and knees, tneir limbs being at- 
tenuated and withered. The organs 
of special sense had in many neariy 
lost all activity some generations back. 
Some had lost the use of their limbs 
for more than a. decade or generation; 
but the organs of life and the “great 
bympathetic” still kept up their auto- 
matic functions, not recognizing the 
fact, and sutprisingly indifferent to it, 
that the rest of the body had ceased to 
be of auy use «a generation or more in 
the past. And it is remarked that 
‘these thoracic aud abdominal organs 
and their physiological action being 
kept alive and active, as it were; 
against time, and the silent and un- 
conscious tunctional activity of the 
great sympathetic and its ganglia, 
show a tenacity of the animal tissues 
to hold on to life that is phenomenal.”’

by day, a perceptible hourly waking to 


of a short autumn, when the sere and 
brown and red and yellow hills and the 
purple mountains are waiting for the 
rain-clouds. This is according to the 
process of nature; but wherever irriga- 
tion brings moisture tothe fertile soil, 
the green and bloom are perpetual the 
year round, only the green is powdered 
with dust, and the cultivated flowers 
have their periods of exhaustion. | 

I should think it well worth while to 
watch the procession of nature here 
from late November or December to 
April. itis a land of delicate and 
brilliant wild flowers, of blooming 
shrubs, strange 1n form and wonderful 
in color. agfore the annual rains the 
land lies in “Asort-of swoon in a golden 
haze; the slopes and plains are bare, 
the hills yellow with ripe wild oats or 
ashy gray with sage, the sea-breeze is 
weak, the air grows drier, the sun hot, 
the shade cool. Then one day light 
clouds stream up from the Southwest, 
and thera isa gentle rain. When the 
suu comes out again its rays are 
milder, the land is refreshed and 
brightened, and almost immediately a 
greenish tinge appears on plain and 
hill-side. Atintervals the rain con- 
tinues, daily the landscape is greener 
in infinite variety of shades, which 
seem to sweep over the hifls in waves 
of color. Upon this carpet of green by 
February nature begins to weave an 
embroidery of wild flowers, white, lav- 
ender, golden, pink, indigo, scarlet, 
changing day by day and every day 
mvre brilliant, and spreading from 
patches into great flelds, until dale and 
hill and tabie-iand are overspread with 
arefinement and giory. of color that 
would be the despair of the carpet- 
weavers of Daghestun. 

This, with the scent of orange groves 
and tea-roses, with cool nights, snow 
in sight on the high mountains, an oc- 
casional day of rain, days of bright 
sunshine, when an overcoat is needed 
in driving, nust suffice the sojourner 
for winter. He willbe humiliated that 
he 13 more sensitive to cold than the 
heliotrope or the violet, but he must 
bear it. If he is looking for malaria, 
he must goto some other winter re- 
sort. It he wants a ‘‘norther’’ contin- 
uing for days, he must move on. If he 
1S accustomed to various insect pests, 
he will miss them here. If there 
comes a day warmer than usual, it will 
not be damp or soggy. So far as na- 
ture 1s concerned, there is very little 
to grumble at, aud one resource of the 
traveler is therefore taken away. 

But is it interesting? What is there 
todo? I[t must be confessed that there 
13s @sort of monotony in the scenery as 
there is in the climate. There is, to 
be sure, great variety in a way between 
coast and mountain, as, for instance, 
between Santa Barbara and Pasadena,

Its sea-side 
places are truly all-the-year-round re- 
sorts. in subsequent papers I stall 
speak in detail of different places as to 
climate, and development and peculiar- 
ities of production. I will now only 
give a general idea of Southern Cali- 
fornia as a wintering place. Even as 
far north as Monterey,in the central 
part of the State, the famous Hotel del 
Monte, with its magnificent park of 
pines and live-oaks, and exquisite 
flower-gardens underneath the trees, is 
remarkable for its steadiness of tem- 
perature. I could see little difference 
between the temperature of June and 
of February. ‘he difference is of 
course greatest at night. The maxi- 
mum the year through ranges from 
about 65° to about 80°, and the mini- 
mum from about 35° to about 58°, 
though there are days when the ther- 
rometer goes above 908, and nights 
when it falls below 30°. 

‘To those who prefer the immadiate 
ocean airto that air. as modified by 
such vaileys asthe San Gabriel and 
the Santa Ana, the coast olfers a vari- 
ety of choice in different combinations 
of sea and mountain climate all along 
the Southern sunny exposure from 
Santa Barbara to San Diego. InSanta 
Barbara county the Sauta Inez range 
of mountains runs westward to meet 
the Pacitic at Point.Conception, South 
of this noble range are a number of 
little valleys opening to the sea, and 
in one of these, with a harbor and 
sloping upland and cafion of its own, 
lies Santa Barbara, looking southward 
toward the sunny islands of Santa 
Rosa and Santa Cruz. Above it is the 
Mission Cafion, at the entrance of 
which is the best-preserved of the old 
Franciscan missions. There is a 
superb drive eastward along ‘the long 
and curving sea-beach of four miles to 
the of Monticito, which is 
rather a series of nvoks and _ ter- 
races, of lovely places and gar- 
dens, of plantations of oranges and 
figs, rising up to the base of the 
gray mountains, The long line of the 
Santa Inez suggests the promontory of 
Sorrento, and a view from the opposite 
rocky point, which incloses the harbor 
ou .the west, by the help of cypresses 
which look like stone-pines, recalls 
many an Italian coast scene, and in 
situation the Bay of Naples.

There 
is a great: difference, for instance, be- 
tween the quality of the climate at the 
elevation of the Florence Hotel, San 
Diego, and the University Heights on 
the mesa above the town, and that on 
the long Coronado Beach which pro- 
tects the inner harbor from the ocean 
surf. The latter, practically surrounded 
by water, has a true marine climate, but 
a peculiar and dry marine climate, as 
tonic in its effect as that of Capri, and, 
I believe, with fewer harsh days in the 
winter season. I wish to speak with 
entire frankness about this situation, 
for I am sure that whatso much pleases 
me will suit a great number of people, 
who will thank me for not being re- 
served. Doubtless it. will not suit hun- 
dreds of people as well as some other 
localities in Southern California, but I 
found no other place where I had the 
feeling-of absolute content and willing- 
ness to stay on indefinitely. There is 
a geniality about it for which the ther- | 
mometer does not account, a charm 
which itis difficult to explain. Much 
of the agreeability is due to artificial 
conditious, but the climate mau has 
not made nor marred. 

‘Che Coronado Beach is about twelve 
mileslong. A narrow sand promon- 
tory, running northward from the 
main land, rises to the Heights, then 
broadens into a_ table-land, which 
seems to be an island, and measures 
about a mile and a halfeach way; this 
is called South Beach, and is connécted 
by another spit of sand with a like area 
called North Beach, which forms, with 
Point Loma. the entrance to the har- 
bor. The North Beach, covered partly 
with chaparral and broad flelds of bar- 
ley, is alive with quail, and isa _favor- 
ite coursing-grouud for rabbits. ‘The 
soil, which appears uninviting, is with 
water uncommonly fertile, being a 
mixture of loam, disintegrated granite 
and decomposed shells, and especially 
adapted to flowew, rare tropicn! trees, 
fruits and flowering. shrubs of all 
countries, 

The development is on the South Beach 
which wasin January, 1887, nothing’ 
buta waste of sand and chaparral. I 
doubt if the world can show a like 
transformation in soshort atime. I 
saw itin February of that year, when 
all the beauty, except that of ocean, 
sky and atmosphere, was still to be im- 
agined. It is now as if the wand of 
the magician had touched it. In the 
first place abundance of water was 
brought over by a submarine conduit, 
and later from the extraordinary Coro- 
nado Springs (excellent soft water for 
drinking and bathing, and with a 
recognized medicinal value,) and with 
these streams the beach began to bloom 
like a tropical garden. ‘Teus of thous- 
ands of trees have attained a remark- 
able growth in three years. The nur- 
sery is one of the most interesting 
botanical and flower gardens in the 
country; palms and hedges of Monterey 
cypress and marguerites line the ave- 
nues. ‘There are parks and gardens of

Harrison said: “Introduce the first 
night after dividing.”” James Heddon 
said: ‘‘All depends. No one can lay 
down a rule for introducing queens. 
Eyerything depends upon the imme- 
diate condition and circumstances.”’

WOMAN AND HOME. 


" know that there are many fingers 
busy at this time in preparation for 
Christmas, which is drawing very near 
through these golden autumn days, 
which are like glad heralds of the joys 
which should come to us with that day. 
I think that my readers will at ‘this 
time prefer any hints that I can give 
them in regard to the fashioning of 
Christmas gifts to the discussion of 
other topics. I have just recBived a 
copy of the Ladies’ Home Journal for 
December, and it contains so many 
valuable hints that I think I cannot 
do better than to copy entire the arti- 
oe in relation to pretty home-made 
gifts: 

A Tasteful Pansy Sachet.—This is an 
exquisite satchet when nicely made. 
The foundation is a box of two and 
a half inches square, or you can make 
a square frame of card-board, the 
widtbof the ribbon used. Five-eighths 
of a yard of gold-colored satin ribbon, 
two and a half inches wide, and one- 
half yard of bright purple, same width. 
Cut the yellow ribbon to the same 
length as the purple, and lay the two 
in the form of a cross. In the center 
put the box, in which is piaced cotton- 
wool with perfume powder; bring the 
ribbons up around the box, and tie all 
together at thetop. Oversew the edges 
and cover the seams with tinsel. Then 
trim off the four ends of the ribbon 
and catch them into the shape of the 
four upper petals of a pansy;. then two 

urple petals at the top. Shape the ex- 

wu bit of yellow ribbon and fasten on 
for the lower petal. a 

Touch up the edges. and the cebter.of 
the yellow petals with a little sepia 
(water color) and add a littie Chinese 
‘white in the middie. If the long rub- 
ber stem of an artificial flower is added 
it is an improvement. 


Case for Unanswered Letters. — Four 
pieces of paste-board six and three- 
quarters of an inch long, four and 
three-quarters of an inch wide. Cover 
piece with white kid, three pieces with 
white moiré paper. A strip of light- 
blue surah silk twenty-nine inches 
long, three inches wide. ‘Turn down 
one inch at the ends, and gather the 
two sides of the strip. Paste on side 
of the gathers reund three sides of 
the paste-board covered with kid (on 
wrong side), and the other gathered 
side of strip, to the wrong side of one 
of the moiré pieces. Crochet over four 
small brass rings with white silk, run 
a small piece of narrow white ribbon 
through each ring, and paste the ends 
on the top of the paste-board, about an 
inchfrom the ends. Take the two re- 
maining pieces of moiré-covered paste- 
board, and paste them on to cover the 
edges of silk puffing. Take two yards 
of three-quarter inch wide gros-grain 
ribbon with satin edge; put one yard 
throngh two opposite rings on both 
ends of case, tie in one bow to suspend 
by. Painta deticate spray of blue-bells 
and fine grass on to a piece of bolting- 
cloth four and a half inches by six and 
a half inches, with ‘Unanswered 
Letters”’ painted in brown. Pin this 
piece on tothe kid with a biack-headed, 
small pin in the four corners. 

Laundry Bag for Clean Linen.—Ma- 
terials: ‘Three quarters of a yard of 
heavy, evenly-woven crash, six- 
teen inches wide. 

a inches of Farmer’s satin (yel- 
ow). 

One ball of yellow twine, one gross 
of brass rings a half inch in diameter. 

‘Lhree shudes of olive crewel, two 
knots of each. 

Two shades of red crewel, two knots 
of each. | 

One knot of orange crewel. 

Two shades of yellow crewel, one 
knot of each. | 

One knot of peacock-blue crewel. 

One knot of light blue crewel. Cut 
the crash in two pieces for the sides of 
the bag, and over-cast the raw edges 
that they may not ravel. Mark out the 
circles by the top of a jelly tumbler 
measuring two inches and seven- 
eighths of an inch in diameter. 

Mark out the crescents by a paper 
pattern. Outline with different colors, 
using two threads. Fill in with dif- 
ferent colors than those used in out- 
lining; work in Kensington stitch, 
but notsolid. When the embroidery 
is done stitch up the sides of the bag, 
leaving the bottom open. 
cord into eight-inch pieces, and nine- 
inch pieces for the fringe. String u 
ring on an eight-inch piece, double the 
cord and sew the ends on the bottom 
of one side of the crash, then string a 
ring on the nine-inch piece, double 
the cord and sew the ends next to the 
eight-inch piece. Alternate the lengths 
“all the way across and you will have a 

retty fringe. Stitch the two ends of 
bag together on the wrong side. Turn 
the bag and stitch acrossthe bottom 
close to the edge. Stitch the satin 
across the top of the bag, double it 
and fell itdown on the wrong side to 
cover the stitching. Muke three ran- 
nings so as to have two places for th 
drawing-Sstring, made of a twisted 


fringe. 

Ornamental Towel-holdex.—For this is 
needed three large rings of wood, bone 
or brass, one yard of plush or other 
material as—best suits the muker’s 
taste, and ribbon for three pretty bows. 

If plush 1s used, take the yard and 
sew together lengthwise and! gather 
the ends very closely and attach to two 
of the rings.

A 
piece of piush five inches wide and 
thirteen long, is lined with a similar 
piece of eider-down flannel (the soft 
material so much used for baby 
cloaks). 
First turn and feather-stitch the 
edges of the flannel to make it lie flat, 
and then fell neatly down on the plush. 
At one end place a bag of surah, with 
drawing strings, which. will hold rings 
and bangles. At the opposite end 
fasten three leaves of chamois, pinked 
and fastened on with a ribbon bow. 
Tne space of flannel in the middle is to 
hold the fancy pins so popular now. 
Fold in three folds and tie with nar- 
row ribbon. 


A Dainty Watch Case—Cut four round 
pieces of paste-board three and a quar- 
ter inches in diameter. Cover two of 
them with red surah silk, and the other 
two with white satin, or chamois skin, 
for the lining. Take a strip of the 
red surah twelve and a half inches in 
length and three inches in width. 
Make a narrow hem on the two ends; 
gather the two sides and stitch them 
on to the wrong side of each white 
round, just ‘inside the edge, leaving 
three inches and a quarter for the 
opening. Take one yard of half-inch 
wide ribbon, cut it in two pieces. Sew 
one end of each piece en the wrong 
side of the white rounds, tie*the two 
ends in a bow to hang it up by. Paste 
one of Kursheedts’ small silk owls in 
the ceuter of one of the-red rounds, 
with the words, ‘“‘You sleep, I'll 
watch,” painted or written in gilt 
above it. Paste the red rounds on to 
the white ones. 


pink (salmon,) one-third yard olive or 
electric-blue, one-third yard dark terra- 
cotta, four inches wide ribbon. Fringe 
fqur inches on each end, and close and 
sew the middle four inches up, length- 
wise; fill with cotton and sachet pow- 
der. Hang, by gathering round a cord, 
letting the fringe hang over the plain 
four inches in the middle. It makes a 
lovely buach to‘put on an easel round, 
or chair-arm. 

Thermometer Case.—Take a piece of 
paste-board eight and one-half inches 
long, five and three-quarter inches 
wide. Cover the paste-board with one 
layer of sheet wadding. Bind the two 
sides with plush two and one-half 
inches deep on the front and half an 
inch deep on the .back. Paste the 
edges down. Between the two pieces 
of plush place a strip of cream-white 
satin ribbon, five inches widé, over- 
lapping the edges of plush. Paste the 
two enda of ribbon over onto the back. 
Fasten a thermometer three and one- 
half inehes in length on the left-hand 
side of the ribbon, about half way. Print 
the following lines on the ribbon: 


A silver pulse in a crystal vase, 

As it gently ebbs and flows, 

it telis the way the north wind blows, 
And times the bloom of the 


rose with leaves and a few fine grasses. 
Cover the back of case with white 
moiré paper. Paste it round the 
edges. Suspend by a six-inch gilt rod 
with a chain. 
These little gifts are all simple of 
construction, the material is not ex- 
pensive but they are pretty and useful 
when completed and are most accept- 
able gifts for the happy Christmas 
time.
